He ^afterwards 
was given a like position at the 
Eddyville penitentiary, which he held 
at the time or bis death He alwa} 
took an active interest in politics and 
bad many friends among the political 
leaders or the County and State.

In the circuit court at Hawesville 
Friday Andrew Burk whs acquitted 
on the charge of killing ot assisting 
to kill J. P. McCarver, an old man, 
no Christmas eve, 1900, near Victoria. 
At previous terms of this court Dan 
and Mike Burk, uncles of Andrew, 
were sentenced to the penitentiary on 
the suae charge. Abcut one year 
a?ur 3N B?!d*f Dan was sentenced to 
five years' imprisonment, bnt was 
pardoned by Uov. Beckham after he 
had served about six months. 

The term of Mike Burk. whe, later, 
was given a sentence of two years, 
is now nearly finished. Andrei Burk 
had fought the charge against bim 
for nearlv four years The verdict 
in his case was not unexpected. 

The killing of McCarver is familiar 
to many of onr readers, as it attracted 
much attention at tbe time both in 
Breckenridge and Hancock counties, 
aa have the trials of the three Burks. 

The night the crime waa committed 
the^ Burk boys were very much under 
tbe influence of liquor and were 
returning from this city to their 
home at Victoria. McCarver kept a 
store near Victoria and wben they 
reached this place they made some 
disturbance. MoCarver 
keep quiet and 1 
begau, it is said. A witness of tho 
affray, who fled for safety, aaid he saw 
Andrew Burk standing ovsr McCar- 
ver with a knife raised in his hand. 
The body bore out this part of the 
story, as there was a knife wound in 
sufficient to cause death. 
Andrew Bork, testifying for himself, 
said that he had no. knife, hav- 
led hla weapon to Miae on 
the road to the place. 

Jake Richards was sentenced to 
one year in the penitentiary by the 
Hancock circuit court last WVdneeuay 
for having shot Miles Fuqua. Scott 
Smith, Otis Smith and Richard* also 
were each fined <:'< and sentenced to 
serve twenty days in jail for breaking 
up a Binging school several months 
ago at Pincbecoe.that dark and remote 
section of Hancock county.

POSTOFFICE REPORT. 

Postmaster J. B. Rowland baa made 
his report of the business done by tbe 
local office for the fiscal year ending 
June 80, 1904 It show- a very appre 
•liable inorease in receipts over those 
of the preceding year. 

Tbe total reoelpta of tbe office from 
July 1, 1908, to June 80, 1904 were 
•2.460.44. This waa divided as Co!- 
Postage stamps, stamped en- 
and postal cards, 
f2.232.iM; box rent $175.00. postage on 
second-Wass matter, $32. Tbis is an 
increase of approximately Hf teen per- 
cent, over the receipts of the preceding 
year, which were $2,150. 

The number of money orders issued 
during tbe year were 3,331, and 
these amounted to $10,064 30. The 
amount paid out on orders drawn on 
the !ocal office was #4.6:tU. 50. This 
leaves a surplus of $5,184 to tbe credit 
of tbe local office which Is sent to 
tbe depository at Louisville.

A special report of the Census Bureau on occupations 
shows that in Continental United States the total number of 
persons engaged in gainful occupations in 1900 was 29,073,233, 
which was one- half of the population ten years of age and over, 
and nearly two-fifth- of flic Matin population. 

The total number comprises 22,489,485 men, 4,888,680 wo- 
men and 1.750,178 children, of whom 1,964,411 were bora and 
484,767 giHs, Those of foreign birth aggregated 5,851,399, or 
one-fifth of the total number at gainful workers, and the statis- 
tics show that the immigration of twenty years ha> not increas- 
ed the proportion of the foreign born in the working popula- 
tion of the country. Those of foreign parentage aggregate 11, 
166,861, or over 88 per cent, almost equally divided between 
immigrants and children of immigrants. Manufacturing, trade 
and transportation and the professions show an increasing 
number of workers of each sex, while the agricultural class rep- 
resents a diminishing proportion.

"The man who conld gets corner 
on the egg market just in little old 
Manhattan Island alone, "said a pro- 
duce dealer, "could shut np shop nt 
the end of the year and have a good 
time the rest of his life. It takes 
more than ;iO,(XHI,<MH) dozens of eggs a 
year to keep tne island in omeletc, 
e-rgnogs and other things that can't 
be made without eggs Ttiey cost on an 
average 2.'> cents a dozen for em. 
That figures np to tho ueat snm or 
17,800,000, aii in bard cash. Thoae 
eggs come from all over the country. 
If New York State ,New Jersey, Penn- 
sylvania, and Massachusetts should 
turn over to the Manhittan Island 
market every egg their hens lay, they 
would no more than supply the de- 
mand, so we have to go out West, 
down South, and even to Canada to 
get enough. "—New York Sun.

"In 1W0O, the project of an Iathniiau 
canal stood wnere it was left by the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty of I860,

Is published on the fourth page of the 
last issne of the Baptist A-gns. All 
of the white counties are local option 
counties and the black counties are 
whiskey counties. There are only five 
black counties. Todd, Meade, Jeffer- 
on, Campbell and Kenton. But these 
are not entirely so. for the white spots 
in them are lccal option towns or 
precincts. All of the white counties 
are local option, though the black 
spots in some of them show limited 
places where whiskey can be sold. 
Hodeonville is the only black spot in 
Breckenridge county, aoooiding to 
the map. 

The map was compiled by Dr. U. 
W. Yonng. superintendent of the Ken- 
tucky Anti -Saloon League. It shows 
that there are now sixty-three count- 
ies without saloons, twenty-nine with 
saloons at but one place in the county ; 
fifteen have saloons at two points, 
twelve huve saloons at three or more 
points, Out every conntyln u> ■ state 
has more or lees dry territory.

THE OLDEST CITY. 

Chicago. July 30. — Ud-Nan-Ki. the 
ancient Adab, perhapi the oldest city 
in the world, haa been discovered by 
the University of Chicago's excavat- 
ing expedition in Babylonia. This 
oity for many yeara has been tbe ob- 
ject of search by Orientalists. It is 
niejitloned in the code of Hammurabi, 
an early King of Babvlonla. which 
document was translated recently bv 
Prof. Robert F. Harper, director of the 
expedition. He has jast received the 
newa here from Prof. E.J. Bants, field 
director 01 the expeditltion, who, 
since leaving this country last winter 
from Hi -in 1. 1 in Babylonia, haa an- 
nounced many important discoveries 
The uncovering of ancient Adab is 
one of the most important arohaeolog 
ical enlevements of recent years. 

Dr. Banks infjrm»d Prof. Harper 
that he had. found bricks bearing the 
syllables i u Nuu-Ki at the lowwt 
level of the rnias. He is certain |that 
these bricks identify the city of Adab. 
With a force of 180 men be excavated 
the ruina of Bismia and foand tbe re- 
tnaius of four temples, built one above 
the o her, which he named accord- 
ing to the kings win built them. Tbe 



dates became eailier, until finally the 
bricks identifying Cd-Nun Ki were 
found Among tbe other articles 
which Dr Banks fonnd are marble 
atatnes, onyx and sandstone lamps and 
many bronze objects.
